Man Is Bun Over 


A police investigalion showed 


that the aged man had been run 
over and a torn spot on his over- 
coat indicated he might have been 
hit by a car before the machine 
ran over him. 
An.-autopsy performed by Drs. 


J Spottiswood Taylor and Ches- 
tcr B. Van Gaasbcck showed that 
the man's back was broken and he 
had several broken ribs. 
District Attorney Cleon B. Mur- 


ray and Coroner Howard B. Hu- 
miston were notified, but the offic- 
ial verdict of the latter is being 
withheld pending discoveries ot 
the police in their investigation. 


Body on Foxhall Avenue 


The body of Harris was found 


jying in the street on Foxhall ave- 
nue near the intersection of Grand 
-,nd Shufeldt streets by John Benk- 
tTl of Stone Ridge, who is staying 
•t 84 Prince street and "James Con- 
nelly of Summer street. They noti- 
fied the local police who in turn 
immediately sent out an alarm m 
an attempt to apprehend the dri- 
ver of the car involved in the acci-

According to the local police the

Ambulance Called

ately after the accident whether 
or not the man had been run over

Police working on flimsy clues

The car in which Connelly and

With transactions on the New 


York Stock Exchange at the un- 
usual volume of 1,007,240 for short 
week-end session Saturday, stocks 
continued the movement that had 
marked them during the entire 
past week with the exception of 
one day and again registered 
losses. Industrials dropped a fur- 
ther 2.21 points Saturday, 
to 


141.68 in the Dowd-Jones aver- 
ages. Rails were off 0.61 point for 
the day, to 29.58 and utilities de- 
clined 0.43 point, to 23.92. 


For the week as a whole indus- 


trial averages showed a loss of 
over $10 a share from the closing 
prices on March 11, and rails and 
utilities were down proportionally.

The expansion of dictatorship countries 


nowadays is interesting and rather uniform 
in its technique. Hitler, resuming the march 
that begun with the seizure of the Sudeten- 
land, continues his rescue work in a spirit of 
benevolent assimilation. The language of his 
proclamation explaining the annexation of 
Czechosolvakia is interesting. 


He finds that country in a reign of terror, 


and is impelled by humanitarian motives to 
move to the rescue not only of oppressed 
Germans, but of the Slovaks and Czechs 
themselves. The troops he sends into Bo- 
hemia and Moravia—ancient homes of the 
authentic Czechs—are intended to "disarm 
terrorist bands and Czech forces protecting 
them, and thereby guarantee a basis for in- 
troduction of fundamental regulation which 
will do justice to the thousand-year-old his- 
tory and practical necessity of the German 
and Czech people." 


He also refers, very curiously, to this re- 


gion as "a territory which belonged to the 
German Reich for more than a thousand 
years." If that is true, the usually accepted 
histories and geographies must be all wrong. 


The similarity of this conquest with the 


Japanese pattern in China is rather obvious. 
The Japanese militarists and German Nazis 
might change places and proceed as usual.

An adult who lacked this training 
in childhood is often surprised to hear small 
boys whistling bits from such music. It is 
plain that music, in our schools, is very near- 
ly on the basis which Johnson recommends.

From an argument going on in the columns 


of the New York Times, it appears that the 
metropolis is not so "high hat" or "snooty" 
as it is generally supposed to be. The acid 
test seems to be, whether New Yorkers will 
answer civil questions civilly and help lost 
strangers in finding their way around. In this 
respect, it appears in testimony from both 
residents and outlanders that the former are 
almost as courteous and helpful to visitors as 
the average small-town people. 


"I have lived in New York for about twelve 


years," testifies a woman resident, "and even 
now I find occasion to ask directions to cer- 
tain places. I can truly say that I have never 
yet seen a man, woman or child assume an 
air of nonchalance and hurry by, as a critic 
says they do. Of course, in a crowded sub- 
way one does not expect to be treated as in a 
drawing room; but even there I have found 
rudeness of any kind very seldom." 


It's probably true that New Yorkers, in 


spite of their satisfaction with themselves, 
are almost human. Too often, though, ac- 
cording to a friend who spends quite a bit 
of time there, they don't seem to know much 
about their city, and in emergency have to 
ask some visiting "hick" in order to find their 
way around.

BRIGHT KIDS 


There is a rather common impression that 


children who start out as prodigies don't 
amount to much. A study made in California 
indicates that this is a very mistaken notion. 
Boys and girls who are bright in school 
usually continue so and hold their advan- 
tage over the mediocre. 


Dr. Lewis M. Terman, psychologist in 


Leland Stanford University, followed up the 
careers of most of a group of 1,400 children 
picked in 1922 as the brightest among 250,- 
000 California youngsters. A recent check-up 
shows that they are succeeding in life in far \ 
greater proportion than their less-brilliant • 
school friends. 
i 


Half of the boys are now in the professions i 


and one-fourth in semi-professional work or i 
business. The remaining fourth cover a good ' 
deal of occupational territory. They are ! 
artists, radio announcers, ghost writers, jazz- j 
band players, movie technicians, salesmen, ' 
stamp dealers, and so on, with one policeman • 
and a fox farmer. And here is, to most people , 
perhaps, the most telling point in the whole j 
report: Not one of these gifted youngsters j 
has been on relief rolls.

brains and education pay. Education is good 
for anybody, but it's a great waste especially 
for the bright child not to have it

These were all 
cases where there was no local or general cause 
found for the itching. These cases had all been j 
suffering for from two to seventeen years before | 
this tattoo method of treatment was given.

I am mentioning these three methods of treat- | 


ment.—operation, injection of sterile water, and 
tattooing with mercuric sulphide—because many 
sufferers after using various pieparations without 
success have about given up hope of ever obtaining 
relief from this intense itching.

The trouble which Europe 
las faced since the ill-fated Ver 
sailles treaty has been to no sma 
extent the outgrowth ol the gree 
and selfishness) of Great Bntai 
and France in their absolute re 
iusal to treat the German repub 
ic fairly and justly, loading im 
possible reparations on the backs 
of the German people and keeping 
.he country in a state of economi 
subjection by exhausting demand 
or cash and raw materials a 
;unitive payment for the war. 


The colonies which were wrest 


ed from Germany in Africa and 
elsewhere were put by the Vcr 
sailles treaty under "mandates' 
vhich were supposed to be a sor 
of ''trusteeship" and were not to 
constitute a permanent annexa 
ion of territory to the countries 
appointed as trustees. Faced by 
economic strangulation and a de- 
rasement of their monetary sys- 
em, the German people were per- 
uaded to believe that, by aban- 
doning their republic and accept- 
ng Nazism, 
they 
would 
be 


iberated from economic adversity 
"oday, they support 
the 
Nazi 


•ulers because there is no cer- 
ainty that the allied 
nations 


vould treat them any more fairly 
now or after the next war than 
they did in 1919. 


While nobody here condones for 
a moment the Nazi measures, it 
vould be misrepresenting 
the 


tate of opinion in Washington to 
ay that our officials regard the 
allied policies of the last twenty 
cars as truly contributory to a 
rermanent peace. 
Recollection 
as not departed concerning the 
ad experience which President 
Wilson had in dealing with 
the 


Ilied statesmen at Pans when 
he attempted to secure accept- 
ance of the 
famous 
"fourteen 


points" that he had assured the 
German people would be the basis 
of peace. 


What is needed today is a sec- 


ond peace conference, to undo the 
wrongs imposed by the Versailles 
treaty and to assure economic 
stability for Europe by the 
re- 


moval of the trade barriers, with- 
out which action, as Mr. Wilson 
foresaw, there could be no last- 
ing opportunity for the 
smaller 


countries to survive even though 
granted political independence. 


The only instrumentality suf- 


ficiently disinterested 
in 
the 


world which can act as mediator 
today and summon the nations to 
a second peace conference is the 


United States government, 
if 
,„, 
Mr. Wilson were alive today and 
head of the government, Ire would 
not hesitate to mobilize by radio 
and the pros the public opinion 
ol the world back of a concerted 
effort of all peoples to prevent 
war, and he would perceive that 
the real way to prevent war is to 
recognize the sources of friction 
and boldly seek to remove them 


Were President Roosevelt 
to 


adopt this course, he would face 
in America, a strong faction 
which would regard this as "med- 
dling" and would denounce it as 
a means of entangling ourselves 
This "isolationist" group succeed- 
ed in wrecking the League of Na- 
tions by keeping America 
from 


joining it, even though, in 1920 
the Republican party contained a 
large number of prominent men 
who insisted in public declarations 
that a vote for Harding meant a 
vote for tiie League with reserva- 
tions. After Mr. Harding was 
elected, the Republican 
leader- 


ship took the position that 
the 


people had repudiated the League 
reservations and all. 
Premier 


Foincare, believing that America 
had withdrawn her moral support 
and every possibility of 
furnish- 


ing any aid to Europe 'in solving 
her troubles, promptly set about 
to recreate a system of military 
alliances. 
From that moment 


forward, the Geneva League was 
brushed aside and the theory of a 
concert of nations 
to maintain 


peace was discarded in favor of 
the old balances of power which 
now have brought exactly the 
fate for Europe that 
President 


Wilson predicted when he urged 
in 1919 American entry into the 
League. 


The question of which course 


will eventually drag America into 
war—an active policy of media- 
tion with an attempt lo bring 
moral force to bear by showing 
the German people a 
program 


that will tempt them to abandon 
Nazi rule, or a passive policy of 
drifting and waiting for a world 
war in which Canada 
on the 


north and the 
Latin-American 
states on the south 
would in- 


evitably get us entangled is an 
open one at the moment. Either 
course has its dangers and risks, 
but it may well be asked whether

LJOLLYWOOD—Put this one down right now among the contenders 
•H for the Academy awards of 1939—and, more importantly, for one 
of your most satisfactory movie evenings. 


It's the story of a smart, disillu- 


sioned, brittle girl who isn't, as we 
quaintly say, all she might be. It's 
the story of a smart, disillusioned 
ne'er-do-well who lives by his 
charms and is even less what he 
might be. It's the story of the meet- 
ing of these two on shipboard, of a 
flippant interest that grows, in- 
evitably and naturally, into a sub- 
lime, regenerative devotion. 


In the local parlance, "Love Af- 


fair" is a "director's picture." Mc- 
Carey's mark is on it from first to 
last, and it is as great in its distinc- 
tive fashion as was the same young 
man's "Make Way for Tomorrow" 
and "The Awful Truth." 


"Love Affair" has lightness and 


comedy, and it lias sincere emo- 
tion and drama, all woven together 
convincingly and delightfully. Be- 
ginning as feather-light comedy, 
it progresses subtly and imagina- 
tively into a story of the spirit, and 
that overtone of spiritual exalta- 
tion is maintained to the final 
"smash" sequence with never a sac- 
rifice of human values or natural- 
ness. McCarey takes his time and 
points up the essentials of his story 
with a leisurely sureness. (I refer 
especially to the sequences of 
Boyer and Dunne's visit to the is- 
land home of the hero's grand- 
mother, beautifully played by Miss 
Ouspenskaya. These scenes, so 
vital to the future development of 
the characters, are the picture's 
| most memorable.)

Miss Dunne is at her radiant best 


in the assignment, and Boyer is 
equally happy — but it is taking 
nothing from either to repeat that 
the picture is still, perhaps all the 
more, McCarey's.

Man About Manhattan 


-By Georfe Tucker- 


VJEW YORK—Americans paid $90,000,000 last year for the privileg* 
J-^ of listening to dance bands. That's big business. Ninety million dol- 
lars is big business anywhere. The public is high on dance bands jiist 
now. 


At least 3$ per cent of this $90,- 


000,000 was negotiated by four cor- 
porations — Music Corporation of 
America, Consolidated E?c!io Art- 
:sts. Rockwell-O'Keefe and the 
William Morris agency. 


These four companies control 


every important orchestra in the 
United States. The Music Corpora- 
tion of America is the oldest and 
the largest It has been in existence 
nearly 17 years. Until recently it 
had what amounted to a monopoly 
on the management of America's 
dance bands. 


The second largest is the Con- 


solidated Radio Artists, now three 
years old, which this year will 
handle a 55,000.000 slice of the 
business. The O'Keefe office is 
third in size, with some notable 
bands on its list, and the William 
Morris agency (its band depart- 
ment is only four months old) the 
fourth. 


IT IS these organizations which 


scout small bands, groom them, 


bring them along till they are 
ready for the big time, place them 
into the proper niche and permit 
them to blossom—if they have the 
stuff —into "Xame" bands —the 
Kay Kysers, the Paul Whitemans, 
the Gay Lombardos. 


This is an intricate and a pains- 


taking process, and, as Charles 
Green, who is president of Con- 
solidated Radio Artists, describes 
it, an interesting one. Take the 
case of Blue Barron. Consolidated 
found him in Cleveland. His top 
price at that time was S400 a week. 
They liked the way he worked. 
They took him under management, 
brought him to New York, and, at 
ur,:on scale, put him into a Man- 
hattan hotel, then fed him through 
the proper network channels to 
the public. Nine months later he 
was out on the road, a "Name" 


band, and from nothing his weekly 
guarantee runs into the thousands. 


There isn't much hope for any 


orchestra unless it's kept before the 
public via the air. These four cor- 
porations have the proper connec- 
tions to keep you on the air. Artie 
Shaw jumped in four months from 
coffee money to $8,500 a week. He 
wouldn't have reached this if he 
had been on his own. And yet, with 
all this help, he had to be good to 
catch on. There are some 40 or- 
chestras on the networks each 
night, and some 200 each week. Of 
these only eight won eminence last 
year—Barron, Shaw, Larry Clin- 
ton, Sammy Kaye—to name half. 


* • * 


MONE of these could have gotten 
^ anywhere without the net- 
work facilities provided by their 
respective agents. These networks 
provide a minimum of two million 
hearers nightly. With two million 
people listening to you it doesn't 
take long for some sort of reaction 
to get back to the sponsors. Green 
says Consolidated paid NBC some- 
thing like $50,000 last year for 
these network privileges, "the life 
blood of bands." From his offices 
in Rockefeller Center he directs 
the activities of 180 orchestras. 
Paul Whiteman is his biggest 
"name," and will be for 20 years, 
because Whiteman has a 20-year 
contract 


Their offices are spread chain 


fashion across the continent—New 
York. Cleveland, Chicago, San 
Francisco and Los Angeles. Their 
scouts comb the hinterlands for 
promising material. If they like 
you they nurse you along and give 
you every advantage until you 
click or demonstrate that you 
can't produce. It's the only way 
open to an orchestra that wants to 
get anywhere.

Diphtheria Immunization 


Albany, March 19—(Special.)— 


The city of Kingston has been list- 
ed by State Health Commissioner 
Dr. Edward S. Godfrey, Jr., as one 
of the communities of the state 
rated above the minimum stand- 
ard fixed by the department for 
immunization of children under 


five years of aj;u against diph* 
theria. 
Dr. Godfrey also reports that 


there are at least 17 communities 
in upstate 
New York that will 


have to increase their number p£ 
diphtheria immunizations of chil- 
dren "if they are to feel reason- 
ably secure from an outbreak of' 
this disease." 


"Health 
authorities say," Dr. 


Godfrey continued, "any commu- 
nity may feel reasonably secure 
from an outbreak of diphtheria 
only when 35 per cent or more of 
children under five years of age 
have boon immunized." 


He added, however, that while 


this 
will protect a community, 


nothing will protect the individual 
child except actual immunization 
treatment, and lie warned against 
a feeling of false security on the 
part of parents in a community 
with a high percentage of immuni- 
zation, but whose own children 
have not been given the protective 
treatment.

Acts is Freezing Agent. 


In the future, however, an atomiz- 


er filled with thrombin probably will 
be one of the principal parts o£ 
a surgeon's equipment, since the 
chemical stops bleeding from the 
small blood vessels which cannot 
be closed in any other way. 


Thrombin acts as a freezing agent 


lo form a thin film of clotted blood 
over any area which begins to bleed 
profuselj-. It always is present in 
the blood as a slightly different 
substance called prothrombin which 
is converted to thrombin when ex- 
posed to air. 


However, in some individuals it is 


not present in sufficient amounts, 
or is not converted quickly enough. 
As a result they bleed profusely 
and during « surgical operation 
their condition may become critical 
unless a blood transfusion is given 
immediately. Use of thrombin, ob- 
tained from the blood ol cattle at 
slaughter houses, may make many 
transfusions unnecessary. 


Pneumonia Cure. 


Recently Dr. Clyde Brooks of

stuvcrnakcr* in Richmond began to 
make in his foundry some orna- 
mental iron work, writes Margaret 
Leonard in the Richmond Times- 
Dispatch.

That was the beginning of an in- 


dustry andean architectural vogue 
which so flourished in the eighties 
that its marks are-all over the city— 
in lacy, black railings, verandas, 
balconies, fences and cornices that 
adorn hundreds of houses—from 
tumble-down Negro shacks in once- 
fashionable sections to old resi- 
dences that hold their own in good 
neighborhoods. 


Some of the loveliest and laciest 


and most lavish of. the ornamental 
iron work-is on the-ugliest and shab- 
biest houses. A lot of it is on old 
places somewhat fallen from high 
estates, but still cherished for for- 
mer grandeur and tradition. And 
Richmond seems to;have become 
conscious of the charrn Of orna- 
mental iron designs on facades of 
houses.
